And when it de- 1 
dares that 'laws shall lie made to exclude 
from office and from suffrage those who shall i 
thereafter be eoMicttd of bribery, perjury, 
forgery, or other high crimes and misdemean- 
ors, and that the privilege of free sull'iage shall 
be supported by law-i regulating elections, and j 
prohibiting under adequate penalties all undue 
influence thereon from power, bribery, tumult, 
or other improper practices," it surely did not 
mean that the Legislature might pass a law ! 
to exclude every citizen from holding oflice or !

| him, that he never had committed treason, 
perjury, or other high crimes or misdemeanors.

in the city of Covington on the nexi day. It does 
not appear that these persons were disturbing the 
peace, or doing or threatening to do any illegal 
or unauthorized act, or that their arrest was or- 
dered by the officers conducting the election. 
Thev were not allowed to vote, or to approach 
the polls, or to be heard by the judges of the 
election as to their right lo vole. The persons ' 
so arrested all belonged to one of the two political I 
parties whose candidates w ere before the people i 
for their suffrages on that day; and the obvious 
purpose of the military commander, who control- 
led the soldiery, was to everawc and intimidate 
men belonging to that party so that they would 
avoid the polls."
